Judge rejects 


bid to stall 
Exxon victory

County reporter 
In Santa Barbara County Superior 
Court this morning, presiding Judge 
Floyd Dodson denied an application for 
a temporary restraining order against 
validation of the results of the May 27 
Exxon 
referendum election 
by 
the 
County Board of Supervisors. 


The application for the legal move 
w as 
so u g h t 
by 
th e 
C ou n ty 
Environmental Alliance on the basis of 
150 affidavits sworn to by registered Isla 
Vista voters that county elections office 
inefficiencies actually prevented them 
from voting in the election. Attorney for 
the group, Darryl Perlin, told the judge 
he wanted the court order to allow time 
to allow filing of perhaps hundreds of 
other such affidavits which might be 
shown to have affected the results of the 
election On May 27, a referendum ballot 
issue allowing Exxon Corp to construct 
a 136 million oil and gas treatment 
facility onshore in Las Flores Canyon 
squeaked by on the strength of 835 votes 
— a 1.2 per cent margin. The North 
County voted heavily for the measure. 
The South Coast, including Isla Vista, 
voted heavily against it. 


Dodson set a show cause hearing in his 


court for 2 p m. tomorrow to require the 
county elections office to give reasons 
why he should not issue a preliminary 
injunction to holdup approval of the 
results 
of 
the 
Exxon 
referendum 
balloting. By that time, it is likely that 
the Board of Supervisors will have 
validated the election results anyway. 
That action was on the board s agenda 
this 
morning 
pending 
results 
of 
Dodson’s 8:30 a m announcement of a 
decision on the court order request. 
Dodson indicated that his denial of the 
order does not close off avenues of 
appeal of the environmental groups 
against the pro-Exxon election results. 
The judge said he felt the plaintiffs 
should seek another remedy, that of 
filing an action to seek to invalidate the 
election through first the County Clerk s 
office and then to superior court. 
Perlin says the affidavits indicate to 
him that many voters were in effect 
disenfranchised by not being able to cast 
their 
ballot. 
The 
statem ents 
of 
frustrated voters, he said, indicate only 
about 30 per cent of Isla Vista’s 6,741 
registered 
voters 
received 
election 
notices, sample ballots and election 
materials. 
Perlin said other affidavits were 
arriving “by the hour” in his office.

SEIU ends 
strike for 
5 per cent 


Pickets were gone this morning from 
many 
county offices as 
some 800 
employes of the Service Employes 
International 
Union 
(SEIU) 
were 
coming back to work after a weekend 
settlement of their wage dispute with 
the county. 
Arrived at Friday night by a union 
voting margin of a reported 4-1, the 
setUement gives SEIU workers a five 
per cent wage hike, comparable with 
other 
county 
workers 
in 
other 
organizations, including other service 
employes and the County Sheriff’s dept. 
The boost will become effective July 14. 
Union members who participated in 
the nearly week long strike of county 
offices throughout the county will be 
penalized under the agreement with loss 
of five per cent of their pay for one two- 
week pay period, it was reported 
In addition to the five per cent, union 
spokesmen say they won liberalized 
grievance procedures, lighter caseloads 
for welfare workers, a new dental plan 
and a reclassification of certain hospital 
culinary workers 
SEIU workers also include probation 
officers, workers at county mental 
health facilities, and clerks.

After well over a year of being 
compared from nose to rudder and 
wingtip to wingtip, the United States has 
wrested from the French a lucrative 
but 
politically 
touchy 
—airplane 
contract to rebuild the air forces of four 
NATO nations. 
Some call it the “arms deal of the 
century.” 
The 
contract, 
with 
an 
overall 
estimated value of $20 billion, was 
cinched Saturday when Belgian Premier 
Leo T indemans announced his govern­ 
ment would buy 102 F16 fighter bombers 
from General Dynamics Corp., Fort 
Worth, Tex 
The three other NATO customers 
— N orw ay, 
D enm ark 
and 
the 
Netherlands -h a d indicated weeks ago 
they favored the F16 but withheld their 
orders for 132 more planes until Belgium 
made the decision unanimous. 
Tindemans’ announcement Saturday 
was the end of the line for France s 
contender, the Mirage FI by Dassault. 
The Belgian leader, a passionate pro- 
European, 
made 
no 
secret of his 
emotional leaning toward the French 
product, but said Belgium “doesn t want 
to be responsible for a considerable 
weakening of European security. 
Although officially there were other 
contenders to restock the countries’ 
outmoded air fleets of F104 Starf ighters, 
only General Dynamics and Dassault 
were, in the final weeks, seriously 
considered. 


Northrup Corp. had entered its YF17 
Cobra in the race On Friday, A U.S. 
Senate subcommittee issued a report 
that Gen. Paul Stehlin, former head of 
the French air force, had received more 
than $60,000 to promote the Cobra. His 
vocal opinion last November that either 
the Cobra or the F16 was technologically 
superior to the Mirage so outraged 
Frenchmen that he was forced to resign 
as vice president of parliament 


He was struck by a bus Friday in 
Paris, possibly in a suicide attempt, and 
was reported in serious condition over 
the weekend. 


Mechanical differences between the 
General Dynamics and Dassault entries 
were enough to make the decision mind- 
boggling for the four NATO countries 
who found themselves shopping for a 
fighter-bomber at the same time, and 
decided to promote mterchangability of 
their NATO equipment by buying the 
same plane. 


The American F 16 is a trim 47 feet 
long, lightweight at 11 tons, relatively 
cheap, and has a cockpit crammed with 
the 
most 
modern 
weaponry 
and 
navigational innovations on earth. The 
U.S. Air Force already has ordered $4 4 
billion worth. 


The 
Mirage, 
latest 
brainchild 
of 
French manufacturer Marcel Dassault, 
is powered by twin M53 engines, which 
screeched the plane along at 2.5 times 
the speed of sound during its maiden 
voyage Dec. 22 It can lift off in a mere 
2,000 feet, uses 70 per cent less fuel than 
comparable engines, but weighs in at a 
hefty 15.5 tons and lacks some of the 
sophisticated apparatus of the F16. 


Even more complex is the web of 
political and economic consequences 
that spun itself in the capital cities of the 
buyers and converted the choice of a 
plane into a selection between damaging 
intra-European 
or 
cross-A tlantic 
relations. 


Originally the F 16 looked unbeatable 
A steering committee of the four nations 
cited in early 1974 its “ undisputed 


advantages” —specifically that the F16 
worked better and cost less. Denmark, 
Holland and Norway quickly lined up 
behind it and it looked like the race was 
over. 
But as the January 1975 deadline for a 
decision neared, Belgium, which has 
strong 
industry 
ties 
to 
Dassault 
including an 80-employe plant, began 
drifting toward the Mirage 
First, 
the 
powerful 
and 
militant 
French-speaking 
party 
in 
Brussels 
threatened to bring down the coalition 
government unless the FI was chosen. 
Then Tindemans offered to buy the 
Mirage if France would take part in 
future NATO joint ventures 


The 
B elgian 
in figh tin g 
w as 
contagious. 
Holland’s 
Labor 
Party 
condemned both candidates, declaring it 
would not take part in an escalation of 
the arms race or inflation. General 
Dynamics responded by threatening to 
raise its price unless a quick decision 
was made. 


The U.S. Defense Department implied 
it expected its NATO allies to help the 
sagging American economy and other­ 
wise might consider a pullout of some 
troops in Europe 


French officials, in turn, warned the 
choice of the F16 would critically 
damage the European aircraft industry 
and started a sentiment campaign based 
on European unity. Dassault added to 
the pressure by*promismg to absorb any 
price increases and to allow the buyer 
nations 
to 
build 
new 
M irages 
themselves, 
creating 
both 
financial 
savings and jobs.

January, when Dassault spread the word 
it had cut the Mirage’s cost to $5.8 
million per plane, neutralizing the F16’s

Congress probes fed drug agency 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The FBI should take over the federal war on drugs 
because of alleged corruption and a “lack of professionalism 
in the Drug 
Enforcement Administration, Sen Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn, said today 


Ribicoff said he was “very critical of the FBI for not wanting a piece of this 
action.” 


He made the proposal at the opening of a major public re examination by Congress 
of the DEA and its efforts in controlling drug abuse since the agency was created in 
July, 1973. 


Sen. Henry Jackson. D-Wash., criticized what he said was a 
lack of 
professionalism running through this organization —the DEA 


“The temptation to corruption and payoff is tremendous.” he said 
Without specifically endorsing Ribicoff s proposal, Jackson commented on the 
mistaken nighttime narcotics raids by federal drug agents in Collinsville, 
o 
April 23, 1973 “The FBI wouldn t be involved in a thing like that 


He called it a “cops and robbers’ escapade pulled at the street level when they 
ought to be at the summit” going after the sharks and syndicates dealing m drugs. 


The staff of Jackson’s permanent subcommittee on investigations has received 
and developed information concerning allegations of malfeasance and in some cases 
corruption by federal narcotics officials including some who now occupy positions 
of considerable responsibility,” said Sen Charles Percy. R-Hl 


Percv said the hearings will deal with a problem of drug abuse costing Americans 
more than $10 billion a year and representing an issue affecting the safety and well 


being of all Americans

—County Administrative officer Ray 
Johnson announced that newly granted 
pay raises will be effective July 14 for 
non-strikers and July 28 for strikers. A 
previously announced five per cent 
salary cut for strikers will prevail for 
one pay period instead of the one year 
that had been threatened. 
—Despite pressure from the county 
firemen’s union, the Board of Supervisors 
refused to submit the salary dispute to 
binding arbitration. 
Authorities reported only a few small 
fires over the weekend, countywide.

Cal teachers may 
get jobless 
summer checks

An 
estimated 
130,000 
California 
public 
school teachers will be eligible during 
t h e i r 
s u m m e r 
v a c a t i o n 
for 
unemployment benefits up to $90 a week 
under recently enacted federal legisla­ 
tion, state officials said today. 
The benefits, according to the state 
Employment Development Department, 
were included in legislation signed by 
President 
Ford 
in 
January 
which 
extended 
unemployment benefits to 
domestic servants, farm laborers and 
local government employes 
Normally, elementary and secondary 
school teachers are not entitled to 
unemployment benefits 
if they are 
jobless during the three-month summer 
break. 
Department 
spokesman 
William 
Lawson said of the 190,000 certified 
public teachers about 130,000 would be 
eligible. An estimated 60,000 will have 
jobs He said the department expects 
about 100,000 to file for the benefits 
It could cost the federal government 
an estimated $9 million a week to extend 
the benefits to California teachers. No 
state money would be involved 
A spokesman said teachers, even 
though 
under 
contract, 
would 
be 
considered 
unemployed 
during 
the 
vacation 
because 
they 
would 
not 
actually be providing any service to the 
schools 
Lawson said that there are four bills 
pending before congress which would 
specifically exclude teachers from the 
expanded benefits.

School board to 
pass S15 million 
budget tomorrow 
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Brown signs Hart bill 
on firefighters' hours 


Legislation by local Assemblyman Gary K. 
Hart, which could help solve the week-old Santa 
Barbara county fire fighters' strike was signed 
into law late last night by Governor Edmund G. 
Brown Jr 
The bill would allow the Board of Supervisors 
and the fire fighters to resolve one of their 
principal differences, reduced working hours, 
with 
funds 
already 
in 
a 
local 
treasury, 
according to Hart 
Last 
year 
the 
U.S. 
Congress 
required 
overtime pay for fire and police personnel. In 
response the county recruited additional fire 
fighters to shorten the work week from 66 to 60 
hours per week And a six per cent county tax 
was leveed to pay for the added personnel. 
Last December, however, the U S Supreme 
Court delayed the congressional mandate which 
was to have gone into effect a month later. Over 
$247.000 already collected by the county to meet 


the federal requirements was then impounded, 
Hart said 
The bill (ABA888« will allow the county to 
release the funds and thereby be able to offer a 
shorter work week for fire fighters, the 
freshman assemblyman said The measure is an 
urgency bill which goes into effect immediately 
upon signature and therefore, Hart aides said, 
could have a direct bearing on negotiations now 
taking place between fire fighters and county 
officials 
“Because of legislative action, our county can 
now use the funds they collected in preparation 
to comply with this federal mandate In Santa 
Barbara County that means that our fire 
fighters can be working fewer hours per week.” 
Hart said

The Hart measure has the support of both 
the County Board of Supervisors and the local 
firefighters 
Board continues to slash 
deep into proposed budgets

The Board of Supervisors, urgently seeking to 
overcome a threatened $1.22 county tax rate 
increase for the coming fiscal year, continued 
Friday 
with 
actions 
drastically 
slashing 
recommended county departmental budgets. 
They took these actions: 
— Called on Sheriff John W. Carpenter to 
reduce by $200,000 his $5.2 million sheriff-

The Vietnamese are job hunting in the tough 
and tight American marketplace 
And for the war refugees who sought peace 
for 30 years, the new search in a new homeland 
is not easy. 
Recession unemployment has hit a 34-year 
high, with 8 5 million Americans out of work. 
Still, Leonard Chapman Jr., commissioner of 
the U.S. 
Immigration 
and 
Naturalization 
Service, said refugees will not take away jobs 
from U S citizens 
So far, 27,600 refugees have been released 
from the camps into the U.S. mainstream. 
“The total number of refugees and the 
number who will be competing for jobs will be a 
small number, when it is looked at in the proper 
perspective,’’ Chapman said. “Many of these 
are professional people — doctors, technicians 
and businessmen.” 
He said that of the expected 140,000 refugees, 
60 per cent are children and only about 35,000 
are heads of families who will be looking for 


JobsGov. Edmund Brown Jr. of California said he 
will ask President Ford this week to provide a 
job for an American for every job found for a 
refugee. It is called the “Jobs for Americans 
Plan” and would cost the federal government 
$350 million. 
“The Vietnamese refugees will not be the 
recipients of one dime of the job development 
money,” said Robert Gnaizda of the plan to be 
submitted to the President s Advisory Com­ 
mittee on Refugees. “They will have to compete 
in the marketplace ” 


Those Vietnamese already competing will 
take just about any job. 
Urn 
Quang Thi, 
44, 
a 
former South 
Vietnamese army general, has a degree in 
French philosophy and a black belt in karate He 
is staying with his sister-in-law in a small apart­ 
ment over her VietnameseAmerican cafe in San 
Francisco. The general s wife helps out in the 
restaurant. 
What does an unemployed three-star general 
do? 
"Anything I can,” he said. “However, at the 
present time 1 do not know what to do When I 
arrived here, my wife and I had only $1,200. 1 
now have about $100 in my pocket. I never had 
any great amount of money. I spent all my life 
in the military.” 
Pham Van Phuc, 45, his wife and 10 children 
are staying at the International Bible College in 
San Antonio, Tex. The children range in age 
from 2 to 26. The two oldest sons have 
accounting degrees and speak English and they 
work at $2.25 an hour in a furniture factory. “It 
is very hard work,” said the father. 
The oldest daughter babysat one day. 
But 
she cannot do it,” the father said. “The children 
are so bad —their behavior!” He has been luck­ 
ier. He began work Monday in a supermarket. 
“I don’t know yet what I’ll be doing,’ Phuc 
said. “What they pay, I don’t know yet. It will be 
from 10 to 10. I’ll accept any kind of job they 
offer.

The 13 OPEC nations promised last January to freeze their oil 
prices until September, but the value of the dollar has fallen since 
then and inflation has raised the cost of goods they import from

Iran claims inflation has chipped away 35 per cent of the value 
of the oil cartel’s petroleum prices in the past year alone. 
One solution under consideration would be to quote oil prices m 
Special Drawing Rights —an artificial monetary unit made up of a 
“basket” of 16 major currencies, including the dollar.

French prostitutes 


start new revolution 


PARIS (U P I) - Thousands 
of 
p ro stitu tes 
are 
demonstrating across France 
in a nationwide protest against 
alleged social discrimination 
and police repression. 
The protests, which began a 
week ago when 60 “ filles de 
joies” seized the St Nizier 
Church in Lyons, spread over 
the weekend to Paris, Montpel* 
lier, St. Etienne, Nice and 
Marseilles. 
In 
P a ris , 
about 
150 
prostitutes took over the small 
St. Bernard Chapel beneath 
Montparnasse railroad station 
with the permission of Abbot 
Bernard Feuillet. 
The Rev Feuillet said mass 
for the prostitutes Sunday at 
the Roman Catholic chapel and 
gave a sermon in support of 
their ‘ struggle against the 
authorities." 
“These 
are 
women with 
legitimate 
complaints," 
he 
said “ Women with children. 


Women who are human beings 
and have a right to be helped ' 
Valerie, a spokeswoman for 
the Paris Prostitutes’ Move­ 
ment, 
complained that the 
women "are forced to pay 
several fines a day of up to 150 
francs ($35»each ." 
“ We want prostitution to be 
legalized," 
the 
25-year-old 
blonde said. “ We are human 
beings too. We are respectable. 
We have the right to live in this 
society." 
She said the group, which 
claims to represent 550 pros­ 
titutes, wants the women “ to 
be treated as ordinary citizens, 
pay taxes and so on, but also to 
receive such benefits as social 
security and perhaps even old 
age pensions." 
The prostitutes have sent 
their demands to President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing and 
other government leaders. 
But Giscard d’Estaing has 
yet to reply and Francoise 


Giroud, secretary of state for 
women's affairs, said it was 
not her business. 
“ In other words, our affairs 
are going to be handled by 
men," Valerie said. 
Residents of Montparnasse, a 
district 
made 
famous 
by 
American author Ernest He­ 
mingway, brought food and 
bedding to the women at St. 
Bernard Chapel 
Bystanders 
outside expressed support for 
the prostitutes. 
“ I’m all for it," said Jean 
Fauvre, an economics student 
at Sorbonne University. “ They 
serve a necessary function of 
society. Just like the baker, the 
butcher, the doctor and the 
entertainer. So why not accept 
them?" 
The prostitutes at the chapel 
vowed to keep up the protest 
until the government bows to 
their demands “ We shall stay 
here until our demands are 
met," a spokeswoman said

unable to buy food stamps by 
the end of this week unless the 
House and Senate can agree on 
how much money to spend on 
improving railroad beds. 
Agreement is expected this 
week, but the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration has already run 
out of money and has been 
forced to stop issuing GI Bill 
educational benefits because of 
the congressional impasse on 
one item in a catch-all $15 
billion supplemental appropria­ 
tions bill. 
“ We expect to run out of 
money at the end of the week, 
said 
George 
Hall, 
budget 
officer for 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
Food 
and 
Nutrition Service. 
If the money runs out, he 
said, “ We’ll have to get out 
telegrams to all the states 
telling them to stop issuing 


stamps " 
Asked what recipients would 
do for money to buy food, Hall 
said, “ There really isn’t much 
they can do." He said the 
federal lunch program in 90,000 
schools also would run out of 
money, but it wouldn’t be as big 
a 
problem 
because 
most 
schools are closing for the 
summer 
The House today takes up for 
the fourth time the question of 
how much should be spent on 
the rail bed improvements It is 
now 
proposing 
$5 
million 
compared 
to 
$175 
million 
insisted on by the Senate. 
As soon as the two Houses 
agree on a figure, the bill goes 
to President Ford for his 
signature. 
Until the bill is enacted, up to 
500,000 veterans may not get 
their 
educational 
benefits 
checks on schedule and the food 
stamp program will run out of 
money by the end of this week. 


The supplemental bill, first 
acted upon by the House April 
14, 
provides 
money 
for 
agencies to continue program 
through the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 
About 900,000 of the 1.4 
million eligible veterans got 
their regular checks at the first 
of the month, but then the

Kennedy 
has 
publicly announced he will not 
seek the nomination, there 
continues to be speculation he 
will change his mind. 
Jackson, here for a fund­ 
raising dinner, pointed to the 
results of polls in three states 
—New Jersey, Oregon and New 
York —which he said “ con­ 
firm" a "strong showing" for 


him in a recent Ohio poll. 
However, in the New York 
and Oregon polls, Kennedy was 
favored over Jackson for the 
nomination. 
Jackson used the polls to try 
to show he is running ahead of 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George 
C. 
Wallace in those states. 
“ I see Wallace as my chief 
obstacle in getting the nomina­ 
tion," figured Jackson, who is 
vigorously campaigning for the 
nomination. 
“ Wallace has a strong follow­ 
ing at this time," he admitted, 
“ but we re about a year away 
from the important primaries. 
“ Wallace is not going to get 
the nomination and Wallace has 
made it clear he is not a 
candidate for vice president, so 
I don’t see him being on the 
ticket."

Saxe trial opens 


sans star witness 


PHILADELPHIA (U PI) 
The government had a problem 
today at the start of the bank 
robbery trial of self-styled 
radical Susan E. Saxe —its star 
witness was missing. 
The witness, Robert Valeri, 
26, of 
Somverville, 
Mass., 
escaped 
from 
the Chester 
County Prison in West Chester, 
Pa., last Wednesday. 
Ms. Saxe, 26, of Albany, 
N.Y., on the F B I’s 10 most 
wanted list for nearly five 
years, was facing trial on 
charges lodged in connection 
with a $6,240 robbery of a 
Philadelphia bank Sept. 1,1970. 
She also is accused, along 
with 
Valeri, 
of 
a 
$26,000 
robbery of a Boston bank in 
which a policeman was slain in 
1970. 
Valeri, 
who 
already 
has 
pleaded guilty, was serving a 
sentence for a Chicago bank 
robbery when he was brought 
to Pennsylvania for the trial. 
He was to be paroled Aug. 20, 
when he would have been sent 
to Massachusetts to serve a 10 
to 15-year sentence for the 
Boston robbery. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Jef­ 
fery Miller, heading the prose­ 
cution, would not say what 
effect Valeri’s escape would 
have on the trial. 
The government has charged 
Ms. Saxe and two accomplices 
engineered the robbery of a 
Bell Savings and Loan Associa­ 
tion office here. The accom­ 
plices, indicted in 1971, are 
Stanley 
R. 
Bond, 
26, 
of 
Cambridge, Mass., and Kathe­ 
rine Ann Power, 26, of Denver 
Bond, convicted of the hol- 


dup, accidentally blew himself 
up making a bomb in Walpole, 
Mass., State Prison in 1973. 
Ms. Power, also on the F B I’s 
10 most wanted list, is being 
sought in connection with the 
Boston holdup, which occurred 
three weeks after the robbery 
here. Patrolman Walter Schro- 
eder was shot and killed during 
the 
Boston 
holdup, 
which 
authorities charged was done 
by five persons. 
Ms. Saxe was arrested on a 
Philadelphia street March 27. 
She has been held since then in 
lieu of $350,000 bond. 


“Those are three of the 
biggest and they’re all on the 
same day —June 6," he said, 
“ about 500 delegates will be 
selected in those three states 
alone -and that’s about one- 
third of all needed for the 
nomination."

closest we come to it is "unmitigated 
gall." But an example must suffice in 
place of definitions 
Example a child murders his parents 
and then pleads for mercy from the 
court because he is an orphan 


In sports, 
the latest example of 
"Chutzpah" is Sam Schulman asking 
Congress to 
put a ceiling on the 
"outrageous" salaries being paid pro 
basketball players 
Schulman is owner of the Seattle 
SuperSomcs of the National Basketball 
Association 
And it is he who is the 
shmingest example of the outrageous 
situation He pays the players Not only 
that, he has enticed several stars away 
from the rival American Basketball 
Association at prices that are rampantly 


unbelievable 
It 
is 
the 
capitalistic 
system gone bananas. But Schulman, 
who feels this is the way to compete, is 
as responsible as anyone 
From Schulman s ABA raids he has 
this to show for it: 
He paid Seattle star Spencer Haywood 
nearly $1 million for three years. He 
paid Jim McDaniels nearly $1.5 million 
for five years. Brisker has been hurt 
physically and also has had "attitude 
problems" and hasn't been of much use 
to the team. 
McDaniels was cut from the team last 
year and will draw $280,000 a year for 
the final two years of his contract. 
Schulman also pays his coach. Bill

management plan for California in a 
public hearing Tuesday at 7 p.m in the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Schools 
Auditorium, 4400 Cathedral Oaks Road. 
The Santa Barbara hearing is one of a 
series scheduled throughout the state to 
discuss and obtain public input on the 
plan which has as its goal the reversal of 
a 10-year decline in California deer 
numbers. 
E. C. Fullerton, department director, 
said the hearings will provide an 
opportunity for Department of Fish and 
Game wildlife biologists to explain the 
plan to interested members of the public 
as well as to give interested persons an 
opportunity to express their views. 
The principal cause of the reduction of 
deer numbers in the past decade, 
according to Fullerton, has been poor 
fawn 
survival 
which 
is attributed 
largely to reduction in the amount of 
deer habitat as well as to decreases in 
the quality of remaining deer areas. 


The new plan places emphasis on: 
— Management of deer herds as 
separate units in order to recognize 
differences in habitat conditions as well 
as the condition of each deer herd.

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Attack on Moynihan 


The President’s designation of Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan to succeed John Scali 
as our 
Ambassador 
to the United 
Nations has aroused opposition from a 
curious quarter 
Henry Fairlie is an 
Englishman who lives in the United 
States and every now and again writes 
impressively from a position roughly 
identified 
as 
"conservative” 
For 
instance, back when everyone with a 
moral 
I.Q. 
of more than 100 was 
assumed to be totally opposed to our 
resistance to aggression in Vietnam, 
Mr. 
Fairlie 
was 
saying 
reassuring 
things about how he slept better at night 
for 
the 
knowledge 
that 
America’s 
m ilitary-industrial 
com plex 
was 
steadfastly engaged in the business of 
containment. 
But like many other 
English 
conservatives, 
Mr. 
Fairlie is a thorough­ 
going eccentric, and is 
capable 
of 
writing 
prose so ponderous as 
to require a pick and 
shovel to blast down to 
its meaning 
I have 
made 
the 
exertion, 
and Mr. Fairlie seems 
to 
be 
saying 
that 
Moynihan, 
though a 
charming gentleman, 
is not good for us in 
the 
United 
Nations 
b e c a u s e 
sa id 
Moynihan 
does 
not 
sufficiently 
appreciate 
"liberalism.” 
the "tradition” of "American decency. 
Far from having reached the dead end 
that Moynihan says liberalism 
has 
reached, it is in the opinion of Mr. 
Fairlie. writing in the Washington Post, 
up 
and 
going. 
Indeed, 
"what 
is 
surprising in this respect is the reslience 
and 
vitality 
that 
liberalism 
has 
continued to exhibit. 
Mr. Moynihan, 
says Fairlie in a neat venture in 
paralepsis, having rejected this own 
tradition causes concern because of 
"—one hesitates to say his malice, 
because he is not a malicious man — the 
ill-tem per 
with which Mr. Moynihan 
repudiates a large part of his own past. ” 
Fairlie speaks of Moynihan’s "lack of 
generosity,” and suggests that he be 
subjected 
to 
”a 
period 
of 
benign 
neglect” — so that Moynihan’s “friends 
could then enjoy him more in the 
evenings.” 
I know both Mr. Moynihan and Mr. 
Fairlie, and I know Mr. Moynihan to be 
the most generous of men, though I 
would be surprised if that generosity 
extended to his consenting to spend an 
evening with Mr. Fairlie. 
What’s going on, folks? 
The boys are afraid of him. They are 
afraid because Mr. Moynihan, for all 
that this conservative shrinks with 
horror at a domestic order patterned 
after the ADA liberalism with which 
Mr. Moynihan is explicitly associated, 
has what I once labeled as the lowest 
level of crap-toleration in the United 
States. People like Henry Fairlie have 
no objection to the United Nations 
provided they never hear about it 


Mostly, one doesn't hear about 
United 
Nations, 
and 
that 
is 
organization’s outstanding virtue: 
irrelevance. But one always tends to 
hear about places that shelter Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan. Not at all because he 
is an exhibitionist — in India, where 
Fairlie attempted to depict Moynihan as 
a bloated viceroy who paraded around 
sitting on elephants and sipping tea and 
making a general nuisance of himself — 
Moynihan gave a total of two press 
conferences and made two speeches in 
two years. But Mr. Moynihan learned a 
great deal about India, and we are 
beginning to benefit from his insights, as 
witness his recent article in Harper s. 


Fairlie writes about Moynihan and 
the U.N.: "He would not be able to stay 
silent; he would not sit still. He would 
rise every morning to prepare an 
oration against a nation as harmless as 
Dahomey. He would practice a new 
form of gunboat diplomacy, his words 
his guns Every morning we would open 
our 
newspaper 
to 
read 
that 
Mr. 
Moynihan has engaged in a duel with 
Liberia 
” 


Now Mr. Moynihan has, in fact, 
already served in the United Nations — 
as a member of the public delegation 


four years ago 
He did rise on one 
splendid 
occasion: 
not 
to 
engage 
Dahomey or Liberia, but the Soviet 
Union, a representative of which had 
airily remarked that unlike the situation 
in the United States, in the Soviet Union 
there are no labor union problems. If 
Moymkan hadn’t been around, the Soviet 
delegate would have gotten away with it 
— a statement as raw as a Nazi 


delegates commenting that in Germany 
there was no Jewish problem. 
It is instructive to note the implied 
condenscension in Mr. Fairlie s attack 
on Moynihan What he is really saying is 
that nothing done by Dahomey or 
Liberia is worth the imperial attention 
of the United States. But the General 
Assembly is not so constituted. The vote 
of Dahomey is equal to the vote of the 


United States in that chamber, even as 
the vote of Rhode Island is equal to that 
of New York in the Senate of the United 
States. When Mr. Dahomey speaks, 
Ambassador Moynihan will listen to 
what he says: and will treat him with 
the respect of a reply, 
if one is 
warranted. That is the genuine respect 
for 
which 
the 
General 
Assembly 
secretly yearns.

Bridge building 


My father never put a nail in a wall, 
even to support a post card or a bric-a- 
brack shelf, that didn’t have a two-by- 
four stud behind it. As a result, we didn’t 
hang many post cards or collect much 
bric-a-brac. 
When sinking wooden posts for a 
fence, he would dig holes so deep and fill 
them with so much concrete to anchor 
each post that, when finally erected, the 
posts would serve as an admirable tank 
trap. 
Shelves and cabinet 
work he built in the 
kitchen could sustain 
a direct collision with 
a moderate sized air­ 
liner. When the shift­ 
ing sands of future 
c e n tu r ie s 
slow ly 
reveal 
the material 
remains of our time, 
the first structure to 
emerge will be our 
carport. It was built 
with beams that would 
have done justice to 
the Mayflower. 
Once, as a teen-ager addicted to 
photography, I asked him if we could 
build a small darkroom. What I had in 
mind was no more ambitious than a 
sheet of wall board and a couple of black 
curtains in the corner of the garage. 
Two years later, Dad and I finished 
the fourth coat on a four-room edifice in 
the back yard with a steel reinforced, 
solid 
concrete 
foundation 
and 
a 
sweeping view of the now murmuring 
neighborhood from its attic. The county 
building inspector had marveled at the 
structural integrity of the thing and 
asked us if we intended to house heavy 
machinery in it. The building, only a 
small corner of which was finally made 
into a darkroom, solved the problem of 
the above-ground bomb shelter. 
Dad is an engineer and he carried the 
strict tolerances of his profession home 
during this heyday of his backyard hole 
digging and construction period. But you 
can detect some of the same basic 
Yankee engineering philosophy in other 
projects, namely public construction 
projects. 
Take McLaughlin Road, for example. 
The road’s crossing over the Santa Ynez 
River washes out almost every winter, 
obliging Mission Hills residents to drive 
around the Horn to get into town. County 
authorities say the the only type of 
bridge over the river that would finally 
solve the problem would cost a truly 
magnificent amount of money. So, such 
a bridge is never built and the crossing 
is temporarily repaired most summers 
only to be washed out again. 
Before 1 go any further with the 
comparison, let me hasten to say that 
I’m not criticizing the County roads 
department. I’m willing to assume that 
they 
know 
their 
business 
and 
my 
background suit me about as well for 
making engineering calculations as it 
does for snake charming. 
But a cross-cultural comparison is 
possible here. Some of the major civic 
road construction projects in small 
Mexican towns would scarcely qualify 
as detours here. Yet, low and behold, 
they get the job done after a fashion and 
last long enough. 


Some of the road projects in that great 
republic to the south are also pedestrian 
(pardon the puni in their rate of 
completion that they could be entered in 
guide books as familiar landmarks. 


The difference in philosophy seems to 
Kp that in Mexico, they are content with 


less than utopian projects that hire 
armies of workers over long periods of 
time. When they’re completed, they 
serve their purposes for say 35 years or 
so. Here, we seem to demand that even 
our footbridges be built to handle 
elephant caravans and that they be built 
overnight and last a thousand years. And 
if we can’t have this, we don’t get 
anything. 


If this were a Mexican town, ceramic 
piping of some type would be laid in the 
Santa Ynez river so the water would go 
through and a roadway would be laid 
down over it. Characteristic of similar 
structures, it would be too narrow, 


ripples in the asphalt would cause 
enough vibrations to stop your car clock, 
and driving over it in the rainy season 
would be a queasy adventure. It would 
last for about 35 years. When it had to be 
built again, it would give the local 
politicians 
another 
ribbon 
cutting 
ceremony and another photo in the local 
press and it would put several thousand 
workers back on the job. 
The countries are different, and so are 
the types of car traffic 
and 
the 
expectations of the two publics. But one 
wonders, while circumnavigating the 
Valley inbound from Mission Hills, 
wouldn’t a McLaughlin Road bridge that 
only lasted 500 years be good enough?

Liberators 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Friends 
in Hong Kong have sent me the results, 
and an analysis, of the latest National 
Assembly elections in North Vietnam. 
The 
Com m unist 
party, of course, won 
hands down. 
It’s 
the 
details 
which are interesting. 
They once again make 
one wonder at those 
Americans and that 
wire 
service 
which 
referred to the Hanoi 
men as "liberators” 
of Saigon and those 
other Americans who openly favored a 
North Vietnamese victory in the name 
of democracy and freedom. 
The election this spring was for 425 
Assembly 
seats. 
There 
were 
529 
candidates. Five-hundred-twenty-ceven 
were proposed 
by the party front 
organized 20 years ago by Ho Chi Mmh. 
Only two candidates were not members 
of that front. 
Voting was restricted. Those under 
surveillance as being opponents of the 
ruling party were not allowed to cast 
ballots. Neither were landlords who had 
not been re-educated or reclassified. 
Convicted 
counter-revolutionaries, 
meaning 
those 
who 
openly 
talked 
against the regime, likewise could not 
vote. 
, 
Though figures are not available, it is 
clear that these non-voting groups add 
up to considerable numbers as a result 
of the intricate family and neighborhood 
spy and informer systems operated by 
Hanoi. 
The Communist Hanoi press, 
for 
example, has reported that tens of 
thousands 
of 
youths 
have 
been 
mobilized, apparently in the capital city 
alone, to cooperate with the public 
security forces in patrols and guidance. 
There have been reports from some 
towns that a majority of the people are 
voluntarily engaged in snooping to ferret 
out undesirables. Betraying a younger 
brother brought public acclaim to one 
young man. 


One is left to wonder at the need for 
the 
fantastic 
voter 
restrictions 
in 
elections where 99 6 per cent of the 
candidates are party-approved But Le 
Duan, who is thought to be Ho Chi 
Minh’s successor - though little is 
certain in Hanoi’s Politburo — is not a 
man noted for taking chances. 


Even within the party, Le Duan is 
cautious about allowing more than a 
minimum say in government, except by 
those at the very top. 
The party congress is the overall 
ruling 
authority 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
Communist 
party. 
The 
Party rules call for a congress to be held 
periodically to set guidelines, review 
what the party is doing and to ratify 
existing leadership or provide new top 
men. The objective stated in rules 
adopted in 1960 was that there be a party 
congress each four years. None has been 
held since — a matter of 15 years. 
Information leaking out of North 
Vietnam suggests a Communist party 
purge is in the offing, with officials 
estimating 10 to 20 per cent of party 
members 
are degraded 
elements,' 
opportunists, cadre with imperialist 
ideas 
and 
petit-bourgeois 
thoughts. 
There is growing evidence corruption is 
growing apace among party members. 
Reports indicate that officials running 
economic 
enterprises 
regularly 
set 
labor norms low to increase their 
incomes, 
make 
false 
reports 
on 
performance and output and cream off 
the 
difference 
and operate 
illegal 
businesses 
on the side, 
utilizing 
government 
supplies. 
Theft 
of 
government property by Communist 
cadre is commonplace. 
But Le Duan, first secretary of the 
party, wants to do more than get rid of 
crooks and loafers. He has minced no 
words of 
late 
in sayiqg 
that no 
manifestation of "liberalism 
would be 
tolerated 
among 
party 
members, 
making it clear in context that he wants 
to rid the part of all those who disagree 
even mildly with the men at the top.
